'Finding God at Christmas 
By WILLIAM E. GILROY, D-D- 
The best of all .Christmas' stories 


of course, Is in the 'Gospel of Mat- 
thew, and'Luke, 


But a story that Is true to the 


heart of the'Gospels, and next to 
tho story in the New Testament 
the best for Christmas that I kr.ow, 
is a story by Leo Tolstoy, translat- 
ed Into" English under the title, 
"Where Love Is, God is." 


In recent years, wherever I hap- 


pen to be preaching at Christmas 
time I have, retold this story, and 
nothing in my-long ministry has 
ever evoked more intense interest. 


The genius of Tolstoy was as evi- 


dent in the short stories that he 
wrote after he became obsessed 
with the beauty and meaning of 
the Gospels as In his major novels. 


S "Where Love" Is, God Is" is the 
story of an old cobbler, a widower 
wishing no 'longer to live, until he 
is aroused by a Christian pilgrim 
from his native village, 'who tells 
him ho must- live for God. 
" 


When ttie cobbler asks him how 


one is to'live for God., the pilgrim 
replies .in words that wo might all 
lake to hjart. '' 


"How one' may live for God," 


says the. pilgrim, "has been .shown 
us by Christ — buy the Gospels, 
and read them; there you will"see 
how God would hive you live. You 
have it all there." 


Then begins the real story, is 


Martin the Cobbler reads the Gos- 
pels at first only'on holidays, then 
becomes so absorbed that he regds 
into the night while his lamp flick- 
ers and goes out, and he half 
dreams of what lie has road. 
' One night as he reads in Luke 
6 and 7, and of the Pharisee, who 
invited Jesus to his home, but prov- 
ed a neglectful host,' Martin muses: 


"If HP (Jesus) came to me should 


I behcve like that?" 


Then as 'he falls asleep, he sud- 


denly he'ars a voice above his enr. 
as if someone1 had breathed the 
word "Martin!" r 


He starts from his sleep, and 


calls: "Wh.o's there?" No one is 
there but again the voice comes: 
"Martin, Martin'. .Look out into the 
street tomorrow, for I shall come." 


Martin's shop is below tic3 street 


level, He knows Stepaniteh, the 
old soldier - p'ortor, bv the sight 
of his shabby old galoshes, 'As 
he sees him now, tiredly clearing 
the snow away, Martin thinks; 


"Wlnt if J call him in and give 


him sorne tea?" But "old 'dotard 
that I, am,," he muses, "Stepaniteh 
comes, and I'must needs imagine 
it's Christ'coming to Visit me," 


A thinly ,c}ad woman clutching a 


baby to her breast 'comes along, 
and Martin must befrjcnd her, too, 
sending her on her.wa.v with his 
worn, 'but warm, cpat around her 
and tKe baby, 


The incident of the erandrnother 


appje woman and the boy she 
caught trying to steal an apple is, 
perhaps; tho most _d,eft part of the 
story, b»t Maj'tin sends 'them on, 
1oo, agpeased, 
.' The cjjma* occurs the next night,
